‘Secure Play-yard 
| for West School 


| School Committee Obtains Per- 
mission to Close Part of 
Beacon Street 


The puzzling paradox of West Andover, 
whose school has no playground space avail 
able while the schools in the heart of the 
town have ample space, was brought near 
solution this week when the sub-committee on 
buildings and grounds of the school commit 
tee commenced negotiations to make it 
possible for the children to use a closed sec 
tion of street and a lot belonging to the West 
church, 


The school is on Beacon street near Lowell 
| Street, with the front door practically on the 
street and the back door practically on farm 
ing land under cultivation. Just before enter 
ing Lowell street Beacon street splits into 
two sections, one entering at a right angle and 
the other cutting past the school and entering 
at an acute angle. The plan would be to close 
this second section by the use of horses during 
the school recess. Enclosed in the triangle 
between the two stretches of Beacon street 
and Lowell street is a lot belonging to the 
West church, and it is hoped to use this in

Or, slowly pull the fibers 
apart. If they are an inch or less in length, it is a pretty sure sign 
that the yarn is made of shoddy or ground up old rags. If they are 
long, say from 2 to 5 inches, that usually means new wool.
